Speaking of this,which I take to bea ans

Thus the wondrous Difficulty is‘clear; 
the firft Poffeffion of the feveral Lands, 
which the Pofterity of Adim took by Di- 
reétion of their Maker, or otherwile at 
their Travail from Babel, was doubtlefs a 
Freehold, agd few better ia can now 


be fhewn,y “with this Pofleffion went the 


Governmeng, or God had given them no- 
thing—Their Diétates to the Government 
of themfelves were as natural as their Ape- 
tites to eatand drink ; The Form, Man- 
ner, and Circumftances, fuch as tbe Perfon 
or Perfons governing, Sc. was wholly their 
own, and y Hic lefe to them by their Ma- 
ker, jin that he no where prefcrib’d it.

Indeed, I had a Queftion fent me inthe 
Cafe of Mr. Dent; whether it was not in 
the Commiffioners Power to have commit- 
ted both the Creditor and the Conftable, 
for interrupting them in the Execution of 
the Queen’s Commifiion ; this, tho’ I think, 
I am Lawyer enough todetermine, [ fhall 
not enter into here. The Authority of Com- 
miffioners of Bankrupt is very large, if they 
ace provok’d to exert it———But they are 
commonly Gentlemen, who kaow their 
‘own Power, and if they will fuffer itto be 
infulted, | have nothing to fay to thar—— 
Ibelieve, the Encouragement to infult them 
in the laft Inftance, will prompt very few 
to imitate itc——And the ufelefs Malice of 
fuch Attempts is fo plain, that very few 
will care, to be diftinguifh’d by fo mean’a 
Charaéter. 

_ No doubt this Law will receive a far- 
ther Check in approaching Parliaments, 
and the unhappy Objects be deliver’d from 
Chains and Death by the publick Compaf- 
fions, I mean, fuch as were filently dropt 
in this A4& 3 and if the Perfons will accept
